RAIL ROADS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

It is estimated on good authority, that at this 
time, the rail roads in the U nited States, either 
actmally under contract, or in progress of beim, 
surveyed, amount to more than three tl Bes. 
Eacu yard of the lightest iron rails, fit 
for a rail road, woghs sixty-two and a half 
pounds. As there are 1760 yards m a mile, each 
mite of rail road with a double track will re- 
re two lbandred and thirty-eight tons of rails, 
sides chains, screws, and bolts, amounting im 
the whole to at least 250 tons of iron per mle— 
250 multiplied by 2000, is seven hundred and fif- 
ty thowsarxd tons of iron, that wall shortly be used 
in the Lauited States, 14 the construction of rail 
roads, 

Such is the demand for rath road sron in Eng- 
land for the American market, that common bar 
iron, which one year was worth enly 6/. 10s, 
sterting Wales, is now worth 9/. Is. at the 
Welsh works ; as appears by the British prices 
cUrrent. 

It rs stated m the New York papers that at 
this time contracts have been actually made in 
England by American houses, for four hundred 
thousand tons of rail toad iron, to be shipped to 
this country.

“Yesterday morning, while Gen. Eustis at 
Volusia, was transferring bis commard to the 
west side of the St. Johns, C apt. Ashley's com- 
pany which had crossed'‘over, was fired wpen by 
about 50 Indians; three men were instantly 
killed, and 6 more wounded ; the fire wae im- 
mediately returned, and the troops sent in pur- 
suit, but they were off. Only one Indian negro | 
was killed.” 





Extract of another letter. 

“Since Gen. Gaines left W ythlacoochee noth- 
ing new has transpired in the army. On the 
Py or 24th the Indians attacked a part of Gen. 
Eastis's army, after crossing the river of St 
John's at Volusia, ont killed 2 and wounded 6, 
four of whom are supposed to be mortally. It 
wes said that Gen. Scott would take up bis line 
of march on the 25th.” j
